Crow’s Nest Pass Municipal Hos- 
pital is located alongside the South¬ 
ern Trans-Canada Highway be¬ 
tween the towns of Coleman and 
Blairmore, its grounds actually bor¬ 
dering the highway and its semi¬ 
circular driveways leading into the 
highway proper. 

The Hospital rise s three stories 
and is faced with brick veneer. Its 
first storey construction i s of re¬ 
inforced concrete and its second and 
i third storeys of hollow tile and 
jbrick veneer. Due to the building 
jjust being completed the grounds 
lare still rough but as the years 
ipass it is intended that they be 
ilandscaped so that the grounds will, 
give added beauty to the hospital 
proper. 

As one enters the hospital he I 
I mounts‘two concrete steps and' 
Ipasses through th e double doors into, 
the vestibule. From there he passes I 
[through another double door into] 
[the waiting room from which spread) 
ithe corridors east and west. The| 
jwaiting room floor Is off terrazo.. 
jOn the west side of the room is 
the general office where general in¬ 
formation is given and certain busi¬ 
ness transacted. In the general! 
office is also the telephone switch 
board which handies the fourteen 
telephones scattered throughout the 
hospital. On the north side of the 
waiting room are steps leading to 
the upper floors and also the pas¬ 
senger elevator, the first of its 
kind ever to be Installed in a Pass 
building. Next to th e elevator is 


over and above the equipment, is 
'a 'HumF'waiter wHIch'^csrnds’-me 
food up to the two floors. Also 
the refrigeration coolers, one, the 
large walk in cooler which will 
house sides of beef, etc., while the 
second houses the ice-maker and 
shelves for sundry food items. Two 
large storerooms flank the east end 
of the building with a room for the 
chief cook. 

At the east end is a third set 
of stairs leading to the second 
floor. Mounting these one enters 
the eastern end of the medical 
ward s an( i gets a full view of the 
length of the entire corridor. Walk¬ 
ing westward along the medical 
ward corridor one sees two isolation 
wards, two private wards, two pub¬ 
lic wards, two public four-bed wards, 
two children’s two-bed wards,, three 
semi-private wards, diet kitchen, 
one nursing station, one utility room 
and one lavatory. 

Maternity Wards 

As one nears the end of the 
medical ward s he reads with interest 
the sign “Maternity Wards”. Here 
is where His or Her Royal High¬ 
ness reign s supreme. There are 
fifteen beds, two four-bed wards, 
three semi-privates, on private and 
one labor .room, then there is the 
case room and the nursery. It is 
in the latter room that the Matron 
has really “gone to town”. Each 
little crib i s encased in either pink 
[or blue frilling with a case for its 
name. Soft mattresse s for the little 
fellow to rest on and pink and blue 
blankets with animated cartoons to 
complete a very pleasing effect. The 
case room is complete with a brand 
new obstetrical table. The doctor, 
in his washroom, can keen his eye 
on the patient every moment by 
; means of a large window located 
Ibetwvfen the wash room and the 
case room. Off the case room is 
. a corridor jutting out from the walls 
of which are sterilizer^..Returning 
to the elevator locate^ in the mat¬ 
ernity wing one notices a utility 
room, lavatory and nurses’ station 
which had been overlooked as one 
gazed at the wards. 

Entering the elevator one is taken 
to the top floor known officially as 
the "surgical ward”. Starting at 
the west end one enters the major 
operating room. Catching the eye 
is a large luminaire light hanging 
from the ceiling. This light act¬ 
ually spot s the light orkthe patient 
and the doctors can wohKjmder it 
for hour s without being frffeeted 
by heat. Beneath the light is a 
large and handsome Champaigne 
operating table with all accessories. 
It is a table which has all the Pass 
doctors grinning with delight at the 
thought of being able to have it 
available for future operations. * 

A cabinet houses all the instru- 
neflljj HSffesSary Tor'Cpsratrons -and 
'there is a semi-circular stainless 
steel table on which to lay out the 
instruments during an operation. A 
resusitator is also nearby. 

The surgical wards Include two 
four-bed public wards, four two- 
bed semi-private wards, two private 
wards, two two-bed children’s wards, 
two lavatories, on e diet kitchen, one 
nurses’ station, two utility rooms. 

Throughout the hospital marbo- 
leum ha s been laid over the con¬ 
crete floors. 

| In addition to what has been said 
above other equipment such a s a 
baby incubator, etc., will be avail¬ 
able to aid the sick and feeble. 

Two large boilers, steam and hot 
water, maintain the heat for the 
ward s and steam is put to use to 
cook the food and sterilize ban¬ 
dages and instruments.

3-bed Crow’s Nest Pass Municipal Hospital. It 


Centrally Located. Institution Will 
Serve Entire Crow’s Nest Pass 
Area With Modern Facilities 


Seven doctors willsbe la attend¬ 
ance at the new Crow', Nest Pass 
Municipal Hospital when It opens 
for business on Monday, April 11. 
They are the doctors now resident 
in the three Pass town and Include 
three In Coleman, Drs. Llesemer, 
Aiello and Brayton; Blairmore- 
Frank, Drs. Stewart and McLean; 
Bellevue-Hillcrest, Drg. Wollf and 
Ross. 

While the doctors undoubtedly will 
find that the hospital does not 
possess all the modern equipment 
which they might wish it is a cer¬ 
tainty that they will find a con¬ 
siderable amount of equipment 
which will give them a new lease 
of life, permit them to operate on 
certain wounds and diseases which 
hitherto had been sent outside the 
district to city hospitals. 

The hospital Board is under no 
allusion that Its hospital will elim¬ 
inate all cases of sickness and in¬ 
jury going outside the district but 
It is quite sure that the percentage 
of such *case s will be radically re¬ 
duced a* a result of the modern 
equipment now available in the new 
Municipal Hospital. 


This week will see the employ- 
pent ranks in th e Crow’s Nest Pass 
swell considerably as the Hospital 
Board starts engaging it s perman¬ 
ent staff. It is anticipated that ap¬ 
proximately sixty persons will be 
employed in the hospital When it 
is in full operation. 

To date only the Nursing Super¬ 
intendent Florence J. Cameron, 
chief engineer Emery Smith and 
secretary A. Balloch have been ap¬ 
pointed to the permanent staff. 

- It is anticipated that twenty R.N. 
and eighteen ward aides will be re¬ 
quired in addition to kitchen and 
laundry help? firemen, cleaning wo¬ 
men, orderlies, office clerk, etc. ' 


A NEW anJ important step forward was taken by the 
Crow’s Nest Pass region today, Monday, when the 
imposing and modernly equipped municipal hospital be¬ 
tween Blairmore and Coleman on Nol 3 highway was of¬ 
ficially opened. This central ‘hospital, serving one of the 
most populous and important industrial sections of Al¬ 
berta, typifies the progressive spirit of the Pass and the 
importance placed here on the health and well being of 
the people. It is equipped to give ^a full hospital service, 
well staffed and in competent administrative hands, 

Down through the years ade¬ 
quate hospitalization has been 
a subject that has been upper¬ 
most in the minds of aggress- 
siv e thinking citizens in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass. 

Lack of sufficient hospital 
faculties has too often brought 
statement from the handicapped 
Pass doctors “Sorry, but we will 
have to send the patient to Cal¬ 
gary as we haven't the etuip- 
ment necessary to attend hi* 

Injury.” 

Sending the patient out of 
the Pass area resulted in heavy 
expenses to the family not only 
In hospital bills but in trans¬ 
portation an<| hotel tills which 
were Incurred in visiting the pa¬ 
tient by family members. 

The first effort to bring modern 
hospitalization in the Pass occurred 
In 1921 and again in 1927. Lut j 
these were Instances where only .*ne j 
community endeavored within itsl 
own border s to broaden its hospi- j 
talization horizon. Coleman Miners' f 
Union had plans for an enlarged 1 


hospital shortly before birth wasi 
given to the Municipal Hospital 1 
idea, which finaUy bore fruit. 

No small Pass community couldi 
possibly have achieved the results 
that have been achieved today sim¬ 
ply because It t ik the entire re¬ 
sources of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
ratepayers to get behind the hos¬ 
pital with financial support and In 
an amount which would have been 
totally impossible for the small com¬ 
munity to achieve. 

Milestone In Pass 
It required years of constant edu¬ 
cation of the benefits to be de¬ 
rived by united effort before the 
ratepayers of the Pass were ready 
to vote on the scheme. They, for 
the first tim e in the liistory of the 
Pass, all said “yes” at the ,§ame 
time and a historic milestone In 


Pass organizations nave not sat 
icuyoy ancT watched the Crew’s 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital being 
erected and equipped with public 
funds without taking sufficient in¬ 
terest In the Institution to desire' 
to take part i n its equipping. . 

Coleman Elks have to date made 
the largest contribution. It passed 
a motion to furnish a four bed 
public ward in the surgical floor 
costing ar. estimated $1,250. The 
Elks received permission to name 
their ward the “Mack Stigler Ward" 
after a fellow member who was a 
members of th e Sub-District No. 5 
who laid the ground work for the 
erection of the* hospital and who 
has constantly rgitated in the lodge 
that the members support tlv: hos¬ 
pital by donating sufficient tj furn¬ 
ish a ward. It i s very likely thpt 
Mr. Stigler, sick though he is at 
the present time, will be further 
honored by the Elks by permitting 
him to cut the ribbon which will, 
be placed across the entrance to the 
Elks ward immediately MloiWng the 
official opening of the hospital by 
some government official. Elks will 
maintain their ward. 

Next In lin e with a substantial do¬ 
nation is the Blairmore Lions. Since 
1944 the Lions have been sponsoring 
activities through which to raise 
sufficient to furnish the Nursery. 
Last month $1,000 was donated at 
a club function to Chairma n Enoch 
Williams, who accepted the cheque 
on behalf of the board. The Lions 
will not maintain the nursery. 

The Order of the Royal Purple, 
Coleman, has donated $350 towards 
the furnishing of the waiting room. 
Here the furniture will be of ch rome,, 
single chairs, three passenger s^OL 
table, tri-light lamp, etc. 

The Bellecrest Chapter, u.E.S., of 
Bellevue and Hillcrest are furnish¬ 
ing a private ward, to cost in the 
neighborhood of $300 or more. 

The I.O.D.E. have tionatert $100 
towards the purchase of a piece of 
equipment still to be determined. 
The Blairmore Slavonic Group don¬ 
ated $25 last year towards the hos¬ 
pital’s general fund. . 

Other groups contemplating don¬ 
ations are Coleman Miners Union. 
Coleman Pythian Si.ters, Summit 
Lodge AT. and A.M. and mention 
has beeq made of the B airmore 
and Hillciest ledges being interested 
in some donation. 

Other organizations are reported 
to be considering a donation but 
no official word to thi s effect has 
bee n received by hospital authoti- 


Truck Tires Stolen 
From Coleman Motors 
Recovered By Police 


Theft Took Place Early Sun¬ 
day Morning; Tires Recov¬ 
ered In Shed At Rear of 
Main Street. 

A daring attempt to get away 
with approximately $635 worth 
of truck tires stolen from the 
premises of Coleman Motors 
early Sunday morning fizzled 
out later in the day when Police 
Chief Antle, assisted by RCMP 
officers discovered the tires in 
a shed at the rear of Main St., 
close to the C.P.R. depot. 

First intimation of the rob¬ 
bery came when Joe Mission 
noticed garage doors were un¬ 
locked and informed the pro¬ 
prietors, Wilson and Lilya, of 
this fact. 

Further investigation revealed 
the theft of the tires and police 
were immediately notified 
Mystifying feature of the rob¬ 
bery was the failure to take 
smaller and more easily hidden 
items such as automobile ac¬ 
cessories and furnishings. The 
unknown thief, or thieves were 
plainly interested in the huge 
truck tires only. Preliminary 
investigations would indicate 
that the robbery was a spontan¬ 
eous affair hatched up to se¬ 
cure an immediate supply of 
tires and was neither very well 
planned or executed. 

Police Chief Antle, with the 
assistance of Constable Madill, 
of the RCMP is continuing the 
investigation.

Cuts Ribbon Following Open¬ 
ing Declaration by Dr. Me- 

Callum of Edmonton. 

Hundreds of Pass citizens 
took advantage of sunlit skies 
on Monday afternoon, April 4 
to attend the opening cere¬ 
monies staged on the threshold 
of the magnificent new struc¬ 
ture designed to give them their 
long awaited centralized hos¬ 
pital service. Mayor Enoch Wil¬ 
liams welcomed the people of 
the Pass and the distinguished 
guests from Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton. 

Dr. McCallum, of the Provin¬ 
cial Health Department, was to 
have cut the silken ribbon sig¬ 
nifying the official opening but 
following a short address In 
which he announced that this 
was the 48th Municipal Hospital 
to be put into operation in Al¬ 
berta he graciously relayed the 
task of severing the ribbon to 
the matron of the new hospital, 
Miss Florence Cameron. 

E. E. Maxwell, supervisor of 
Municipal Hospitals conveyed 
his gratification at being pres¬ 
ent at this great moment in the 
medical history of the Pass, par¬ 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
he had been present at the in¬ 
itial meeting of the plan that 
was now a concrete realization 
He mentioned- the difficulties 
encountered in building this 
vital institution in the face of 
rising costs. 

The appearance of the hos¬ 
pital’s interior drew gasps of 
surprised delight from the hun¬ 
dreds of Pass citizens who lost 
little time following its official 
opening to stream through the 
wards and corridors to inspect 
the immaculately clean and mo¬ 
dern facilities. 

In addition to the main open¬ 
ing ceremony at the Hospital’s 
main entrance, ribbon cutting 
ceremonies were conducted in 
connection with the wards and 
waiting-room furnished by ser¬ 
vice organizations. Mrs. Adam 
Wilson, of Coleman, officiated at 
the opening of the waiting room 
furnished by the Order of Royal 
Purple; Dick Morgan, of Blair- 
more, representing the Lions 
Club of that-town, officiated at 
the Nursery furnishing by the 
latter; Mrs. Fred Padgett, of 
Bellevue did the honors for the 
“Bellcrest” ward and Bruno 
Gentile and Mack Stigler re¬ 
presented the Coleman Elks at 
the ribbon ceremony that of¬ 
ficially opened the ward they 
furnished in honor of a brother 
Elk and pioneer in the primary 
plans to construct the hospital, 

FAVOR SYSTEM TO TEST 
MOTOR CAR DRIVERS 

A recommendation that pro¬ 
per tests of first applicants for 
drivers’ licenses has been made 
to the Alberta legislature in a 
report by a special legislative 
committee headed by Hon A. J. 
Hooke, minister of economic 
a^airs. 

The committee also recom¬ 


mends that similar tests be 
made concerning the fitness of 
drivers involved in accidents 
during the previous year. 

Increased inspection facilities 
in order to ensure that traffic 
regulations are being observed 
on the ^highways also has been 
recommended by the commit¬ 
tee, which, appointed a year ago 
has made some exhaustive 
studies. 

For some years the Alberta 
Motor Association has been 
pressing for proper tests of first 
applicants for drivers’ licenses. 
II has contended that the num¬ 
ber of accidents among youth¬ 
ful drivers makes it essential to 
tighten the regulations covering 
examinations before applica¬ 
tions for such licenses are 
granted. 

If the legislature adopts the 
recommendations of the com¬ 
mittee, it is believed that a sys¬ 
tem of drivers’ tests will be es¬ 
tablished within a short time.

Prospects of Employment In Pass

“Prospects for employment for 
the Crows Nest Pas look favor¬ 
able for a steady run through 
spring and summer,” forecast 
Francis J. Lote .manager of the 
Pass employment office located 
in Blairmore' “The lack of CPR 
rolling stock will be the only 
hindering factor,” he predicted 

Miners have been losing a 
considerable number of shifts 
through lack of cars since last 
August, but the situation has 
eased somewhat with less wheat 
shipments leaving more cars 
available for coal hauling, ex¬ 
plained Mr. Lote. 

Power Shortage 

Another contributing factor 
to the lost shifts has been the 
power shortage, felt by all 
mines throughout the Pass, 
East Kootenay Power Co., which 
supplies the Pass with electri¬ 
city, have been forced to ration 
the power out to the mines, re¬ 
sulting in “double shifting” and 
less work for the men, said Mr. 
Lote. 

“But. Lumbering is starting to 
open up for summer operations 
and farm laborers now en¬ 
gaged in coal mining will be re¬ 
turning to farms during April 
and will easr any employment 
situation that exists,” said Mr. 
Lote. 

However, the big problem in 
the Pass today is housing. Every 
house is occupied and there is 
absolutely no construction, said 
Mr. Lote. So serious is the con¬ 
gestion that last week when two 
tenants announced their inten¬ 
tion to vacate suites, over 40 
applications were received.

Reindeer were introduced into 
northern Canada in 1935 to provide 
Eskimo and Indians with a means of 
livelihood in addition to the northern 
game resources on which they de¬ 
pend. The animals are a valuable 
source of food and clothing. 

The original herd of 2,370 reindeer 
was established on a selected range 
on the east side of the Mackenzie 
delta and >jn last summer's roundup 
some 6,600 reindeer Were counted.

Folding iron¬ 
ing boards can bp purchased or made 
at home with ordinary woodwork¬ 
ing tools, but those that ^and on 
their own feet and are not dependent 
upon othef help for their support are 
rather complicated; therefore we 
chose one which clamps to the edge 
of the kitchen work table. The iron¬ 
ing board is made from a piece of 
pine 12 inches wide and 5 feet long.

There is only one leg to this iron¬ 
ing board and its height should be 
such that when set up, the lower 
side of the board will be level with 
the table top to which it Is clamped. 
Across the upper end of the leg is 
fastened a board 4 inches wide and 
10 inches long and the upper edge 
of this board is fastened' 1 to the un¬ 
der side of the ironing board by 
means of an ordinary butt hinge.

The clamping device consists of two 
strips of straight grained lumber 2 
inches wide and 3 ft.

CALLS FOR DIM LIGHTS 
ON CARS AT 400 YARDS 

Alberta motorists will be re¬ 
quired to dim their lights when 
at least 400 yards from an Ob'- 
coming car, under the provis¬ 
ions of a bill to amend the Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles and Highway Traf¬ 
fic act which has been intro¬ 
duced in the legislature. 

Complaints over glare head¬ 
lights during the past year have 
made - the change necessary. 
Formerly, headlights had to be 
dimmed at least 200 yards from 
an approaching car. 

Increased power in headlights 
also Is another reason for the 
new legislation. 

- The Alberta Motor Association 
In promoting safety on high¬ 
ways has stressed the need of 
dimming car lights as the cir¬ 
cumstances demand and thus 
increase driving safety. 

The bill now before the legis¬ 
lature also provides that persons 
who drive rubber tired tractors 
on highways mutffTiave a driv¬ 
ers’ license. 

Of interest to rural residents 
is the provision that farmers or 
their employees, along with op¬ 
erators of commercial vehicles 
are not required to purchase 
chauffeur’s licenses. One stip¬ 
ulation is that farmers or their 
employees must be operating 
farm vehicles used principally 
for transporting property of the 
farmer.
